Expresses Surprise 


Over Warm Response 
in Downstate Illinois 
—Resting Today in 
Chicago.

CHICAGO, ‘ Oct. 4— Senator 
John F. Kennedy took a brief 
rest today and said he was much 
heartened by the initial response 
to his campaign to win six im- 
portant states in the. politically 
doubtful Middle West and border 

region. 


On arrival here late last night | 
after a full day of stumping by 
automobile and airplane through 
downstate Illinois, he said hap- 
pily: 


“It was a much warmer re- | 


ception than I expected to get.” 


In addition to touring Southern | 


and Centg@) Illinois, the Demo- 
cratic presidential nominee has 
stumped through Minnesota and 
appeared at a party fund-raising | 
dinner in St. Louis since open- 
ing a drive for Midwestern votes 
last Saturday. . 

In the next three days he will 
make an intensive tour of Indi- 
ana as well as short forays into 
Ohio and Kentucky. 


Made 15 Speeches In Day, 


Kennedy was met by large 
and enthusiastic crowds in a 
series of appearances in Minne- 
sota Saturday and Sunday and 
during the Illinois tour. In yes- 
terday’s swing, which started in 
St. Louis, he made 15 speeches, 
the most he has delivered in a | 
single day thus far in the cam- | 
paign. 

In both Illinois and Minnesota 
local Democratic officials ex- 
pressed confidence that Kennedy 
was leading his Republican rival, 
Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon, although they said the 
margin might be slim. Tn both 
states the religious issue is ex- 
pected to be important, but local 
politicians. said Kennedy might 
be strong enough to overcome it. 

Party spokesman conceded 
privately that Kennedy faces a 
tough fight in the section of 
lilinois south of Carbondale 
where he spent much of yester- 
day. They described the area as 
a Protestant section where anti- | 
Catholic feeling is strong. 

They said his chances there 
were very poor at the start, but 
had been improving. They at- 
tributed part of the improvement 
to campaigning on Kennedy’s 
behalf by Paul Powell of Vienna, 
Speaker of the Illinois House of 
Representatives. Powell, who is 
popular in the area, has been 
working vigorously for Kennedy. 

Pointing to War Record. 

Both Powell and Senator Paul 
H. Douglas, who has been cam- 
paigning in the area, have 
stressed that Kennedy’s Catho- 
licism did not prevent itim from

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fila., Oct. 
'4 (AP)—A rocket blazed aloft to- 
'day in an attempt to orbit a mag- 
netic brain satellite, forerunner 
of a revofutionary, world - wide 
United States military communi- 
‘cations system. 

The 500-pound satellite, called | 
Courier, is designed primarily to 
receive and record radio tele- 
typewriter messages and trans- 
mit them on command to other 
ground stations. It also is cap- 
able of voice transmissions and 
|instant relay of messages be- 
_ tween stations. 

Courier’s five magnetic tape 
'recorders and complex trans- 
_ mitting equipment are geared 
to send and receive 68,000 words 
|'a minute.

(AP)—Senator John F. Kennedy 
is not worried about an empty 
life at 51 if he is elected Presi- 
dent and serves two terms. 

The 43-year-old Democratic 
presidential nominee was asked 

t a rally last night what ‘‘would 
you do when you got out of the 
White House at the age of 51?” 

“T must say that I really have 
| not taken myself to 1969 yet, but 
I appreciate your happy compli- 
_ment and thought,” the Senator 
replied with a smile. 

He went on to say that Harry 
S. Truman. “has shown how in- 
teresting life can be for a for- 
mer President,’’ that Herbert 
Hoover “has performed valu- 
able services to this country in 
the last 15 years,’’ and that John 
Quincy Adams “‘wrote the most 
brilliant chapter of his life” with 
more than 20 years of service in 
the House of Representatives 
after leaving the presidency. 

“So I can’t say that at 51 
there would not be something 
left to do,” he said.

tion of any nuclear device used. 


If the Administration decided 
to permit international ob- 
servers, it seemed logical to con- 
clude that the Soviet Union 
would be represented, officials 
said. 

To Improve Instrumentation. 


The pro-= am is designed to 
improve instrumentation for de- 
tecting undergrou’ nuclear 
blasts and differentiating them 
from natural earthquakes. With- 
out fairly certain identification of 
seismic events it would not be 
possible to detect Violations of 
a treaty barring nuclear tests. 

The project will include 
detonations of nuclear devices 
and conventional explosives of 
varying force. The digging of 
tunnels and construction of seis- 
mic stations has been proceed- 
ing for some time. 

At a press conference yester- 
day, John A. McCone, chairman 
of the Atomic Energ” Commis- 
sion, said that one station is 
about finished.

U.S. Offers Clarifying Proposals 
In A-Test Talks.

GENEVA, Oct. 4—The United 
States said yesterday that each 
of the projected systems for en- 
forcing a treaty barring nuclear 
weapons tests should become 
operaational as soon as it was 
installed. 

At the same time the United 
States pressed for the early 
formation of mobile teams that 
would make on-the-spot investi- 
gations of possible violations of 
a treaty. 

Proposals emphasizing _ the 
need for getting controls work- 
ing as soon as possible were sub- 
mitted at the three-power ne- 
gotiations here by Charles Stelle 
of the United States. 

They were in the form of 

clarifying amendments to a Brit- 
ish plan that would have the first 
set of 30-manned control posts 
in the Soviet Union, the United 
States and Britain completely in- 
stalled two years after the treaty 
was ratified. 
_ The three powers already 
agree that a worldwide network 
-of 180 control posts and ships 
should be functioning within six 
years.

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CUBA REPORTED 
SFEKING BARTER 
DEAL WIT REDS 


HAVANA, Oct. 4 (AP)—A big 
barter deal is being planned | 
that will make Cuba completely 
dependent on the Communist 
bloc for imports in return for 
all the island's sugar, Govern- 
ment sources report. 

Informants said the National 
Bank’s extreme leftist chief, 
Ernesto (Che) Guevara, is going 
to Moscow for the Nov. 7 cele- 
bration of the Bolshevik revolu- 
tion with the primary purpose 
of trading Cuba’s entire sugar 
crop fer years to come. 

Such an agreement would 
make the Communist bloc Cuba’s 
sole suppliers and Premier Fidel 
Castro would become more de- 
pendent on the Kremlin than 
ever. 

Communist countries, includ- 
ing Red China, already have 
agreed to take more than a third 
of the 196] sugar crop. Formerly 
the United States took about a 
third of Cuba’s average 6,000,- 
000-ton crop. 


3.25-Cent Minimum. 


The informants said Guevara 
will propose to sell sugar to the 
Soviet bloc at 3.25 cents per 
pound, the price Cuba has set 
as the export minimum. When 
Cuba made its first sugar bar- 
ter deal with the Soviet Union 
in February, the government 
agreed to sell sugar at the world 
price, which was then about 3 

_ cents a pound, or about 2 to 24% 
cents less than the premium 
price paid by the United States. 

The 3.25 cents a pound would 
be about 3% of a cent below pro- 
duction cost by private sugar 
companies. The former daily 
wage of Cuba’s 500,000 sugar 
workers already has been cut 
from 3.14 pesos to 2.60 pesos. 

Sugar experts said Guevara's 
proposed deal could upset the 
world sugar stabilization agree- 
ment from which Castro appar- 
ently hopes to withdraw. 

The United States cut some 
700,000 tons from Cuba’s share 
of the United States sugar mar- 
ket this year in retaliation for 
Castro’s seizure of American 
property. It was generally ex- 
pected here that the United 
States would cut off all imports 
of Cuban sugar, next year.

U.S, HONORS 5 ETHIOPIANS 
FOR SAVING LIVES IN CONGO 


WIESBADEN, Germany, Oct. 
4 (AP)—The United States Le- 
gion of Merit was awarded today 
to five Ethiopian officers—in- 
cluding a nurse—credited with 
saving the lives of eight Ameri- 
cans and two Canadians in a 
riot in The Congo Aug. 27. 

The medals were presented to 
Ethiopian government officials at 
a ceremony in Addis Ababa. The 
decorated officers are serving 
with the United Nations Force 
in The Congo. Among those dec- 
orated was Capt. Assifer Ajana, 
brigade nurse who won special 
praise for her heroism in the 
riot at Stanleyville. 

The Ethiopians went to the 
rescue when Congolese soldiers 
and civilians, aroused by rumors 
of the arrival of Belgian para- 
troopers, attacked and beat the 
Canadians and the crew of a 
United States Globemaster that 
landed with communications 
equipment.

URING these past 15: years, 

the United Nations has been 

often criticized for its struc- 
ture and for some of its activities, 
These criticisms have often had.

But, looking at this broad pic- 
ture, I think we can definitely 
say that the United Nations has 
amply justified its existence and 
repeatedly prevented our recur- 
rent crises from developing into 
war. 


If there had been no United 
Nations today, our first . task 
would be to create something of 
that kind. I should like, there- 
fore, to pay my tribute to the 
work of the United Nations as a 
whole... 


The structure of the United 
Nations when it started was 
weighted in favor of Europe and 
the Americas. It did not seem to 
us to be fair to the countries of 
Asia and Africa. But we appre- 
ciated the difficulties of the sit- 
uation and did not press for any 
changes. 


With the growth of the United 
Nations and more countries com- 
ing in, that structure today is 
still more unbalanced. Even s0, 
we wish to proceed slowly and 
with agreement and not to press 
for any changes which would in- 
volve an immediate amendment

It may not be possible to reach 
full disarmament in one step, 
though every step should be con- 
ditioned to that end.

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GAITSKELL FAST 
LOSING HIS GRIP 
ON LABOR PARTY

SCARBOROUGH, England, 
Oct. 4—Hugh Gaitskell’s hold on 
leadership of the British Labor 
party is running out fast. 

It is no longer a question of 
whether’ he will be defeated on 
défense policy at the annual 
party conference which opened 
here yesterday, but done of how 


jhe will be defeated and what 


he will do then, 


For a few brief hours after 
the conference opened, it was 
a day of party unity—old age 
pensions, rent control and the 
memory of Aneurin Bevan were 
the themes. Gaitskell spoke 
briefly on the death of his dep- 
uty leader and it was an effec- 
tive, eloquent and sincere tribute 
and plea for unity which drew 
prolonged applause. 

However, only some sudden 
switch of votes on the defense 
issue could save Gaitskell from 
defeat at the hands of the uni- 
lateralist disarmament suppor- 
ters when the crucial debate be- 
gins tomorrow. 


Sensing Victory. 

The unilateralists, sensing vic- 
tory, are pouring on the pres- 
sure in just as uncompromising 
a fashion as Gaitskell is fight- 
ing for a full backing of NATO. 
Sidney Silverman, one of the 
unilateralist leaders, brushed 
aside compromise yesterday in 
a letter to the Times in which 
he declared: ‘‘For myself, the 
difference is between accepting 
nuclear weapons and rejecting 
them. It can be neither recon- 
ciled nor compromised.” 

Compromise forces, led by 
three key members of the party 
and of Parliament — George 
Brown, R. H. S. Crossman and 
Anthony Wedgwood Benn — re- 


| gard Gaitskell’s leadership as 


disastrous for the party. They 
believe they have tried to save 
him from defeat and now see 
him only widening the party 
split. They do not see it as a 
matter of principle at all, but 
one of how to lead the Labor 
party. 

“What we need to run the 
Labor party is not Hugh Gait- 
skell’s sort of leadership, but a 
little round .hard ball - bearing 
like. Harold Wilson, ‘‘one of 
them said in a private conversa- 
tion.

Thus, in effect, the compro- 
mise forces in the party have 
now joined the unilateralists in 
a get-Gaitskell move.

To Khrushchev Demand in U.N. 


UNITED NATIONS, 

Oct. 4 (AP). 

The text of U.N. Secretary- 

General Dag Hammarskjold's 

statement to the General As- 
sembly yesterday: 


HE HEAD of the Soviet dele- 

gation to the General As- 

sembly, this morning, in ex- 
ercising his right of reply, said, 
among many other things, that 
the. present Secretary-General 
has always been biased against 
the socialist countries, that he 
has used the United Nations in 
support of the colonial powers, 
fighting the Congolese Govern- 
ment and Parliament in order to 
impose ‘‘a new yoke on The Con- 
go,” and finally that if I, myself, 
and I quote, ‘do not muster up 
enough courage to resign, so to 
say, in a chivalrous manner, 
then the Soviet Union will draw 
the necessary conclusions from 
the obtained situation.” 


In support of this challenge the 
representative of the Soviet 
Union said that it is not proper 
for a man who has “flouted 
elementary justice to hold such 
an important post as that of the 
Secretary-General.”’ And later on 
he found reason to say to the 
delegates of this session that 
they should not ‘‘submit to the 
clamorous phrases pronounced 
here” by me “in attempts to 
justify the bloody crime perpe- 
trated against the Congolese 
people.” 

Immeédiate Reply. 

The General Assembly can 
rightly expect an immediate re- 
ply from my side to a statement 
so directly addressed to me and 
regarding the matter of such 
potential significance. 

The Assembly has witnessed 
over the last weeks hew his- 
torical truth is established; once 
an allegation has been repeated 
a few times, it is no longer an 
allegation, it is an established 
fact. Even if no evidence’ has 
been brought out in order to 
support it. However, facts are 
facts, and the true facts are 
there for whosoever cares for 
truth 


“Those who invoke history will 
certainly be heard by history. 
And they will have to accept its 
verdict as it will be pronounced 
on the basis of the facts by men 
free of mind and firm in their 
conviction that only on a scru- 
tiny of truth can a future of 
peace be built. 

I have no reason to defend my- 

self or my colleagues against 
the accusations in judgment to 
which you have listened. Let me 
say only this, that you, all of 
you are the judges. No single 
party can claim that authority. 
I am sure you will be guided by 
truth and justice. 
In particular, let those who 
know what the United Nations 
has done and is doing in The 
Congo and those who are not 
pursuing aims proper only to 
themselves, pass judgment on 
our actions there. Let the coun- 
tries who have liberated them- 
selves in the last 15 years speak 
for themselves. 

I regret that the intervention 
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this morning seems to indicate 
that the Soviet Union finds it 
impossible to work with the pres- 
eht secretary-general. 

This may seem to provide a 
strong reason why I should re- 
sign. However, the Soviet Union 
has also made it clear that, if the 
present secretary-general were 
to resign now, they would not 
wish to elect a new incumbent 
but insist on an arrangement 
which—and this is my firm con- 
viction based on broad experi- 
ence—would make it impossible 
to maintain an effective execu- 
tive. 


No Right To Resign. 

By resigning, I woula, there- 
fore, at the present difficult and 
dangerous juncture, throw the or- 
ganization to. the winds. I have 
no right to do so because I have 
a responsibility to all « those 
states members for which the 
organization is of decisive im- 
portance, a responsibility which 
overrides all other considera- 
tions. 

It is not the Soviet Union or, 
indeed, any other big powers 
who need the United Nations 
for their protection; it is all the 


guide it. I shall remain in my 
post during the term of my of- 
fice as a sérvant of the or- 
ganization in the interests of 


In this context the representa- 
tive of the Soviet Union spoke 
of courage. It is very easy to re- 
sign; it is not so easy to stay on. 
It is very easy to bow to the 
wish of a big power. It is an- 
other matter to resist. As is well 
known to all members of this 
Assembly I have done so before 
on many occasions and in many 
directions. If it is the wish of 
those nations who see in the or- 
ganization their best protection 
in the present world, I shall do 
sO again. 


GOMULKA CALLS 
FOR INCREASE IN

NEW YORK, Oct. 4 (AP) — 
Wladyslaw Gomulka called last 
night for better East-West trade 
relations despite political dif- 
ferences. 

“This is peaceful co-existence, 
as we understand it,”’ the Com- 
munist leader of Poland said at 
a dinner given in his honor by 
Cleveland industrialist Cyrus 
Eaton. 

“Things which separate us 
should be subordinated to the 
understanding of the new con- 
cept of working together,” the 
Polish leader told about 50 
American industrialists and re- 
porters. Gomulka said that in 
1938 Poland’s per capita produc- 
tion Was 20 per cent of the pro- 
duction of Western European 
countries, and it is now more 
than 60 per cent.

HELSINKI, Oct. 4 (UPI)—Fin- 
land, on Russia’s border, has 
moved slightly to the right, re- 
turns from municipal elections 
showed today. 


A record number of Finns 
turned out to elect more than 
12,000 local council members 
Sunday and yesterday. The right 
and center parties apparently 
gained control of at least as 
many local councils as they did 
in 1956, when they held major- 
ities in 72 per cent-of 532 local 
bodies. 

The Conservatives increased 
their voting percentage from 
52.8 to about 55 per cent, on 
the basis of half the: total vote. 


The Communists increased 
their voting percentage figures 
slightly -.from 21.2 to about 22 
per cent. The Social Democrats 
were hit the hardest. Their per- 
centage figure dropped from 
25.4 to approximately 22 per 
cent, or about the same as the 
Communists. 


More than 70 per cent of the 
eligible total of 2,670,000 turned 
out to vote in the two-day munic- 
ipal elections, 

At stake were 12,223 seats in 
532 local councils.’ 


The decrease in the Social 
Democrats’ voting percentage 
was attributed to the deep split 
in the party. 

Last April, Vaino Tanner, con- 
sidered’ by many Finns as the 
man who more than any other 
prevented Finland from becom- 
ing another Russian satellite, 
was re-elected chairman of the 
Social Democrats. 

Under Tanner’s leadership,’ a 
majority in the party has taken a 
clear-cut anti-Communist posi- 
tion. This general feeling is re- 
flected in Finland’s attempts to 
join the European Free Trade 
association as an assocjate mem- 
ber. Roughly a third of Fin- 
land’s trade is with this Outer 
Seven group, led by Britain. 

The Soviet Union, which ac- 
counts for 20 per cent of Fin- 
nish trade, has made it clear it 
is not happy at the possibility of 
Finland’s having such west 
European ties. 


SCOUT ROCKET 
RISES 3700 MILES

Russian Attempt

THIS SESSION of the United Nations General Assembly, at- 
tended by 23 heads of governments, 57 foreign ministers and 14 
other ministers of cabinet rank, has all but bogged down in ora- | 7 


tory, strife and confusion. 

It is difficult, now, to remem- 
ber that it all began with The 
Congo, a land of ancient bronze 
masks of striking beauty, of 
copper mines—and one of the 
world’s richest sources of urani- 
um from which nuclear weapons 
are made, 

Precisely what happened in 
The Congo is not altogether 
known and what is known is all 
but forgotten. Among other 
things, however, it is clear that 
the Soviet Union and Czecho- 
slovakia, a Soviet satellite, had 
planned an elaborate campaign 
calculated to achieve paramount 
influence in that country. Com- 
munist plans are known to have 
been laid long before The Congo 
became independent June 30. 


It is equally clear that Belgian 
plans were under way. shortly 
after that date—plans to detach 
the copper and uranium province 
of the Katanga. 


A FEW DAYS after independ- 
ence day, as Congolese troops 
revolted against their Belgian 
officers, the United Nations force 
moved in, under the command 
of U.N. Secretary-General Dag 
Hammarskjold. Russia voted for 
the security council resolutions 
under which Hammarskjold ob- 
tained his authority, but- the 
Russians did not anticipate the 
thoroughness with which Ham- 
marskjold’s operation in The 
Congo would advance to rescue 
that area—and potentially all of 
Africa—from involvement in the 
struggle between the great 
powers. bee 


In thé end the Russians who 
had flocked to Leopoldville were 
expelled.-and Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev. declared war on 
Hammarskjold. 

Belgian troops also.-w 
forced out of The Congo,. for 
most part, though the attempt 
to detach the Katanga from the 
rest of The Congo has not been 
abandoned.

THIS MOVE was greeted with 
no enthusiasm at all in Wash- 
ington. The Republican Adminis- 
tration is seeking re-election in 
a campaign largely hinged on its 
stiff resistance to Communism. 

It was greeted with little more 
enthusiasm by Khrushchev, who 
was not running for office in the 
American sense of the word, but 
who nevertheless was engaged in 
bolstering his prestige in the 
Communist world on the basis of 
his effectiveness -against the 
West. 


In particular, Khrushchev 
needed to prove to Mao Tse- 
tung, the leader of Communist 
China, that he could ‘‘stand up to 
the capitalists” as well as any 
man. 

This was how things stood to- 
day. 
There were two main issues 
before the General Assembly. 
One was the admission of Red 
China, containing a quarter’ of 
the population of the world. The 
other was the neutralist attempt 
to induce a resumption of nego- 
tiations between the United 
States and Russia.

Subsidy for Stockholders? 


President John C. Baine of St. Louis Public 
Setvice Company makes a strong point when 
he notes the inconsistency of the city’s pro- 
posal to bring the company into public own- 
ership and still collect taxes from it. One of 
the things that makes transit a sick industry 
is that it is required to help support various 
local governments from funds that should be 
going into the improvement of service. If it 
has to continue doing so under public owner- 
ship, some of the reasons for going into pub- 
lic ownership disappear. 

There certainly are disadvantages and dan- 
gers in public ownership, as Mr. Baine says. 
The offsetting advantage is that funds from 
the fare box that now go to pay federal in- 
come taxes, local taxes of various sorts, and 
dividends to stockholders would become avail- 
able for improvement of service after debt 
charges are taken care of, 

Understandably enough, Mr. Baine prefers 
that the ownership of the company be left 
unchanged and that the city suspend its taxes 
or even grant a subsidy. But is it proper for 
the taxpayers to give transit tax relief in 
order to pay dividends to the stockholders of 
Public Service? Should not the financing 
charges be reduced to the absolute minimum 
——that is, to the bare cost of paying off reve- 
nue bonds required to buy the system—before 
tax relief or subsidy is contemplated? 

Despite the objections and the risks, public 
ownership seems to us the best answer to a 
difficult problem. But municipal ownership 
is not the only, and not necessarily the prefer- 
able, form of public ownership. 


South African Vanity 


Fewer than a million South African na- 
tionalists will go to the polls Wednesday— 
along with approximately 800,000 English- 
speaking citizens of the Union—to decide 
whether or not their country should become a 
republic. Not one of the 11,000,000 black 
South Africans will be able to mark a ballot. 

The root issue is between the Boers who 
were defeated by the British 58 years ago 
and the English settlers—or their descend- 
ants. The difference hardly seems worth the 
loss of Commonwealth preference, especially

since South Africa ships so much of its pro- 
duce to the British market.

Undoubtedly one of the major challenges of 
the term will involve First Amendment 
cases, and the right of witnesses to keep 
silent as a matter of freedom of speech before 
inquiring committees and agencies. The 1957 
Watkins decision said that committees could 
not expose for exposure’s sake. But the 1959 
Barenblatt decision held the authority of the 
House Un-American Activities Committee to 
be “unassailable.” 

Here was indeed a retreat from a previous- 
ly prepared position in behalf of individual 
freedom. The two detisions are so discordant, 
and their results so damaging to a host of citi- 
zens who sought protection from the First 
Amendment, that the issue merits thorough 
review. : 


So There Was a Defense Need? 


_. In attempting to make a recovery on. its 
defense budget stand and yet not lend sup- 
port to Democratic criticism of military short 
sightedness, the Administration is caught in 
an awkward straddle. 

The Pentagon theme last spring was “no 
need” for the $661,000,000 which 
sought to add to the 40 billion dollar defense 
budget sponsored by President Eisenhower. 
The present status of our military forces was 
held adequate and the budget planners had 
“borne in mind” future needs. The tran- 
quilizing effect that this melody was supposed 
to induce was ruined by the Democratic sena- 
tors who in August began demanding to 
know what was going to be done with the 
frozen funds. 

Since then, and particularly last Saturday, 
the Defense Department has let it be known 
that all but $288,000,000 of the frozen funds 
have been released. And there are what 
amount almost to assurances now that 
the remaining money soon will be released. 
As this sum includes $67,850,000 for Army 
modernization and $181,300,000 for the B-70, 
both badly needed, it is to be hoped that no 
time will be lost. 

It is a sad commentary that it took the 
pressures of an election campaign to cause 
the Administration to decide to shore up weak 
spots in the defense establishment. The 
needs were pressing last January when the 
Pentagon pooh-poohed them. 


Illinois’ $150,000,000 Decision 

The $150,000,000 bond issue on which Illi- 
nois will vote Nov. 8 is desperately needed 
by the state’s 26 welfare institutions, and 
there is every evidence it will be approved if 
enough people will get out and cast their bal- 
lots. Almost half of these 1400 buildings, 
spread out over 10,000 acres, are 50 to 150 
years old. Into 13 mental hospitals designed 
for 28,000 patients 36,000 are crowded. Ten 
thousand are jammed into the two state 
schools for the mentally retarded in space de- 
signed for 7000, and there are 1850 on the 
waiting list, 700 of them infants urgently 
needing special care. 

Dangers of fire and epidemic are incipient 
in these conditions. Operating costs are ris- 
ing because it takes excessive personnel to 
do the job under such adverse conditions. 
The institutions are hampered in attracting 
and retaining competent personnel. Patients 
stay longer, at more cost, than would be 
necessary under more favorable circum- 
stances. Illinois is not saving any money by 
allowing the situation to continue—it is in 
fact paying a premium for substandard re- 
sults. A majority of the voters who voted 
on welfare and educational bonds two years 
ago recognized these facts, but the bond is- 
sues failed because nearly 500,000 voters 
failed to show up (Illinois law requires a ma- 
jority of the total vote cast at the last elec- 
tion for the Legislature). 

This time, a tremendous effort is being 
made to bring out the vote. With bi-partisan 
support, the bond issue is actively backed by 
the AFL-CIO, American Legion, Farmers Un- 
ion, State Chamber of Commerce, Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, and Congress of Parents 
and Teachers. We wish success to this val- 
iant effort, and the modernized welfare sys- 
tem Illinois and Illinoisans deserve. i

It was apparent by early 1946, 
as candidate after candida 
filed for the Democratic nomi- 
nation for Congress in the 
Eleventh District, that this race 
would be a typical wide-open 
affair. 


At first the rest of the candi- 
dates laughed Kennedy off—at 
least tactically. ‘‘The poor little 
rich kid,” Catherine Falvey 
dubbed him. 


It became increasingly evident 
that Kennedy was working hard 
and running strong, and the 
taunts changed to indignation. 
Who was this kid who had in- 
vaded the Eleventh? 


Actually, the ‘“‘kid’’ was tak- 
ing no chances on the power of 
his name and money; he was 
relying on hard work. Day after 
day, he made whirlwind tours 
of his district’s endless side- 
walks, darting into barbershops, 
saloons, grocery stores, fac- 
tories, wharves, fire stations. 


Kennedy learned campaigning 
as he campaigned. At first his 
speaking was nervous and hesi- 
tant; he showed little poise and 
certainly no magnetism. But he 
slowly developed a style of di- 
‘rect, informal speaking, without 
high-blown rhetoric or bom- 
bastic exaggeration, that to 
‘some of his listeners was in 
‘happy contrast to the oratory 
of the old-fashioned politicians. 

Kennedy’s way of speaking 
‘was appropriate for what he 
talked about. Shunning personal 
attacks, ignoring his opposition 
altogether except toward the 
end, he talked factually about 
problems closest to the needs of 


| big enough.”’

The Texas Senator arrived by 
plane shortly before midnight to 


try to corrall New York’s 45 
electoral votes for himself and 
his running- mate presidential 
nominee John F. Kennedy. 

Johnson invaded New York 
after an all-day barnstorming 
trip through New Jersey and 
Delaware, an expedition he de- 
scribed as ‘‘a delightful visit 
with receptions by enthusiastic 
crowds.” 

In Delaware, as in earlier 
speeches at Teaneck, Newark 
and other New Jersey points, he 
emphasized these two argu- 
ments: 

1. The President and Con- 
gress must work together 
“like the pilot and co-pilot of 
an airplane.’’ 

2. Although Vice President 
Nixon. bases much of his pres- 
idential campaign on such ex- 
periences as his trips abroad, 
these journeys actually did lit- 
tle to enhance this nation’s 
prestige in foreign countries, 
Johnson asserted.

A SO-CALLED experimental 
house in Sterling Forest, near 
New York City, is furnished 
with pieces of period design 
bringing to mind the fact that, 
faced with a house of true con- 


tion that comes to*mind. All 
that window area is another 
thorny problem. Hard surfaced 
flooring rather than the usual 
wood planking or parquet is 
sometimes a disturbing factor. 
And what about that open floor 
plan where all rooms seem to 
run together? 

The Sterling Forest house 
seems to have an answer to all 
these questions. Traditional fur- 
niture of the most conservative 
kind is used in it yet because. of 
the handling seems completely 
appropriate. In this particular 
case a long trestle table of Early 
American design is paired with 
graceful chairs and 
a hutch cabinet holding a collec- 
tion of old pewter and milk 
giass. 


Furniture of this character, 
which has a provincial air, is 
happily at home with the wood 
paneled walls and rough stone 
fireplace of most modern 
homes. French or Italian Pro- 
vincial of a similarly unso- 
phisticated type would do 


equally as well for these types, 
too, have a natural 
and wood finishes that are 
close to the original grain and 
color. 


In the living room here, Eight- 
eenth Century English tables in 
an aptly casual mood team with 
simplified modern seating, cov- 
ered to maintain the country 
mood in rough homespun type 
fabrics and light weight tweeds.

this deal, for example, if South 
plays properly, he can make all

can have a good time if he likes 
to take finesses. There are two 
in spades that can be taken, and 
diamond and club finesses as 
well.

NEW YORK, Oct. 4. 

LYLAH TIFFANY calls her- 
self the 81-year-old Cinderella 
girl. She has just been employed 
by a New York theatrical pro- 
ducer to play a role in a Broad- 
way play scheduled to. open this 
fall. 

The fact that she got the part 
is not particularly astonishing. 
She has had long experience on 
the fringes of show business. It 
ranges from honky-tonk to cab- 
aret, to piano playing in movies 
and elsewhere. And for about 10 
years she has been playing the 
accordion on the streets of New 
York for nickels and dimes from 
passersby. 

Occasionally there is an extra 
dollar dropped by an inspired 
passerby; so the rent and eating 
money is always available. She 
travels the theater district when 
shows are playing. The new job 
as an actress, however, pays 
$200 a week, which is better 
than can be done on Seventh 
avenue, even when people are 
happy. And the show is likely 
to be a hit. 


Behind this belated stroke of 
good luck, lies a remarkable 
career. Mrs. Tiffany has told 
fortunes with tea leaves in the 
traditional ‘Gypsy tea room.” 
She has ridden a monocycle in 
a vaudeville act (Pantages cir- 
cuit—five a day) with a Chihua- 
hua pup on her head. 

She has sold shoe polish door 
to door and turned up later as 
a manicurist, beauty specialist 
and also played the pipe organ 
when opportunities offered. She 
has ranged from musical dis- 
approval by teachers to a schol- 
arship at the American Acade- 
my of Music in Chicago. 

She is not chagrined at all that 
she was selected to play a 102- 
year-old great-grandmother in the 
forthcoming ‘‘All the Way Home,” 
stage version of the Pulitzer 
prize winning novel by James 
Agee, “A Death in the Family.” 
She was recommended by an 
actress who was found too at- 
tractive for the part. 

Hard knocks and unkind for- 
tune have conditioned Mrs. Tif- 
fany to accept the bitter with 
the sweet and a $200-a-week job 
is welcome under any conditions. 
She admits it is a long while to

Dreams of 1939 World’s Fair Came True

NEW YORK, Oct. 4. 

WHEN GROVER WHALEN 
and his associates decided to 
stage a world’s fair at Flushing 
Meadow in 1939, they chose as 
its theme “Building the World 
of Tomorrow.” Millions of visi- 
tors to the fair saw “such stuff 
as dreams are made on.” 

The question, 20 years later 
(and four years prior to another 
fair at Flushing), is whether 
those dreams came true. In 
some cases, the realization was 
even more fantastic than the 
dream. In others, the cold light 
of day dissipated the dream. 


Foremost in its impact on the 
American public of all that was 
introduced at the 1939 fair was, 
of course, television. 


“It is with a feeling of hum- 
bleness that I come to this mo- 
ment of announcing the birth in 
this country of a new art so im- 
portant in its implications that 
it is bound to affect all society,’ 
said David Sarnoff, president of 
the Radio Corporation of Amer- 
ica, at that time. “It is an art 
which shines like a torch of 
hope in a troubled world. It is 
a creative force which we must 
learn to utilize for the benefit 
of all mankind.” 

It is doubtful that Mr. Sarnoff 
and other pioneers in the field 
knew what they really had. Cab- 
inets became less bulky but 
screens grew larger. Color re- 
ceivers and portable receivers 
appeared on the market. The 
earliest sets cost $600. Now, far 
superior sets cost a fraction of 
that amount, Latest government 
reports say that 80 per cent of 
all the families in the United 
States have at least one re- 
ceiver. There are 50,000,000 
units now in use. 

That what comes out of them 
is “art” or “‘a creative force” 
is not a universally held opin- 
ion, but the sheer growth of the 
industry has astounded all con- 
cerned. |

a year. In addition, there are 
5,000,000 homes with one or 
more room air conditioners. 


General Motors, of all people, 
was guilty of a gross underesti- 
mate of the growth of the auto- 
mobile industry. The company 
guessed that the total number 
of automobiles “may reach” 
35,000,000 to 38,000,000 by 1960. 
The actual number by the mid- 
dle of this year was 60,000,000. 

The same company used a 
somewhat clouded crystal ball 
to see the 1960 car as “rain 
drop” shaped with some sort of 
diesel engine in the rear and 
costing as little as $200. There 
are a few rear-engine cars on 
the roads but diesel power is 
still confined to large vehicles 
and as for the price of passenger 
cars—Oh, General Motors!

The Frigidaire 
division of General Motors came 
up with this “amazing coil 
combination of heat and cold, 
on which one can cook and at 
the same time freeze ice 
cream.”
